THE CITY HALL. 



The attitudo of the Lender of the Oppo- 
sition yesterday culls to mind the words 
that Byron applied to the Spanish donna: 

"' And wbiaporlng bIib would ne'er consent— cod- 
tented." 

On Thursday Mr. Walkem was defiant, 
insolent aud truci.lont. Ho declared the 
Opposition would admit of no compro- 
mise, grant no favor, accept no concession. 
Although in the minority- their wind was 
long and their tongaes glib, and they 
•woald block legislation until the "crack 
of doom" unless the Government agri^ed 
to pass tho " Quartz Bill imd dissolTS the 
House." Tho Opposition " lambs " in 
the galleries— not ouo in ten of whom 
were voters — choored tho declaration to 
the echo. There was a gononil throwiug 
tip of bats. A sort of political love-foaat 
■was improvised, and wo left tho hall 
thai day impressed with tho _ belief that 
there was no way out of the difflotilty saY© 
through the sudden death of the' House. 
We saw on one side a Govornmcut ear- 
nest, liberal aiul conciliatory, anxious to' 
got on with the buaiuess of the country, 
who had gone to the verge of surrender- 
ing their prerogative in order to afford 
the Oppo.sition uo excuse to longer olog 
tho legislutivo wheiils; and wo saw on the 
other side au unscrupulous, vindictive 
and hungry Opposition who had entered 
tho Houso at the oommoDcemeut of the 
session with an obstructive policy settled 
and determined upon in caucus, prepared 
to proceed to any length to overturn tho 
Qovornment — even to the detriment and 
injury of tho public busiiiefls.^ t.Wo fully 
expected— and we know Uhe expecta- 
tion was shared by many— that yesterday 
-■ the curtain would be rung down on the 
Second Provinoial Legislature, tho mem- 
bers' whereof would bo relegated to their 
sereral constituencies there to be dealt 
■with in acoordauco with their deserts. 
Judge, then, of the surpriae. .of all 
present yesterday when the leader of tho 
Oppoaiiion. who but the day before 
denouQoed concession as too degrading 
to be thought of for a moment, and who 
' threatened, unless tho Government should 
first pass the Quartz Bill, to oppose the 
Estimates en bloc and in detail, rise and 
(really aud trnlyl) propose aoompromise. 
Yes; tho gentleman who on Thursday was 
a very Bombastes in tho energy with 
which he attacked tho bare idea of conces- 
sion, on Friday " roared as gently as a 
sucking dovo " in favor of a compromise, 
He held out the olive-branch to the Pre- 
mier, with words of defiance on his lips; 
but in his eye— tho true reflex of .the sonl 
— there was an uneasy glance thai told of 
^mind ill at rebt. Tho leader suggested 
h f ^ tho Premier hud proposed tho day 
Hw-'"" conference, at the same time 
Bia uUimalum 'ov' IKSS pl?/i?5ii..t4. *"Ho 
■wantfid a guarantee, for t^-^ passage of 
the Quartz Bill and HiO salary of the Min- 
ing Engineer. This guarantee he had 
spurned the day before. He wanted a 
guaranteo (which he had also spurned) 
for prorogation and dissolution after tho 
paSP>ago of Ebtimates to cover expenditure 
pa the following items: 1. Maintenance 
public schools; Srpkymenfc to Cariboo 
UuaitzCo. of statutory grant; i. muin- 
tenanco oi aamiui.sirotion oi justice, oi 
gnols, of hot^pital and of asylum. Not a 
word, oboeive, about public works in tho 
central or lower Mainland districts, at 
Cariboo, or on the Island. Nothing said 
about tho drydock, tho payment of officers 
of the Government, or other necessary 
objects of expenditure. Tour mouths, ut 
least, .must blapse hefore tho new Houso 
oould be- called together. That would 
carry the country into August. Another 
month would expire before votes could 
bo got through the House;..to authorize 
public works' oipenditare and the Ist of 
Septembur would have come and gone 
before a single penny could be expended! 
• And, finally, tuere is not a syllable in tho 
ultimatum about turdy justice being dona 
to the reprusontiitiou of Nauaimo, Casaiar 
andJNew Wostminster, or the cutting off 



Tho Mayor hna taken a very decided 
stand. Ho declines to sign ooutraotB for 
the erection of a City Hall and Public 
M'.ukct until a l)yLiw to that effect shall 
have beou approved by tho ratepayer-^. In 
assuming this position Mr. Fiulayson is 
sustained by the opiuiou of the City Bar- 
rister, which shon'a clearly enough that 
should any portion of the sum re- 
quired for tho construction of the boild- 
iugs romoin unpaid at tU» end of the mu- 
nicipal year any ratepayer may sue for the 
recovery of tho amount so unpaid from 
tho Mayor aud Councillors. This would 
seam to be sound law, and wo aro not sur- 
prised to learn that Mr. Fiulayson de- 
clines to put liis head into tho financial 
uoose a majority of tho Council had'^pre- 
piu'od for it. But indopondont of the I«- 
Knl aspect of tho caao thoro remains tho 
f;\ct that a majority of tho ratopayora aro 
strongly opposed to the pstchwork 
scheme, by, which it is proposed to in- 
oreas'fe tfia Oity indebtedness. There aro 
560 ratepayers of whom 352 have memor- 
ialized the Mayor against signing con- 
tracts for tho erection of the buildings. 
When a public oflicor has tho " law and 
tho prophet 1 " on his side ho is strong in- 
deed; but when ho has tho law aud tho 
prophets and public opinion as well to 
sustain him, ho is like unto the man who 
has his quarrel just— thrios-armed. Acute 
and iutoUigent remarks wero made by 
Messrs. Todd, Turner and Kedforu in op- 
position to tho scheme; but it was decid- 
ed to accept tho lowest bids and mako the 
awards. The Mayor will, of course, stand 
la in for the right, and the next move will 
probably be to carry him into the Supremo 
C Jurt on u writ of quo wMi-anto, or Bomo- 
thing of tho sort, in tho hope that he may 
resign, when tho majority would probab- 
ly elect a chairman and put tho contracts 
through ■\Tith telegraphic rapidity. Now, 
the city hopen tho Mayor will not vacate 
tho office, unlosa he shall at first b* le- 
gally advised that tho contracts cannot be 
signed by a temporary Mayor elected by 
tho Council. , At alL baJsards „thiB patch- 
work scheme "ina'at be'killed, ana n sen- 
sible plan for the early construction oi Mjo 
whole building submitted to tho ratopay- 
ora for adoption or rejection. Tho true 
guardians of the public weal must not 
be caught napping. 



the support of the Houso in this unprece- 
dented motion, for besides its spirit of 
variance with the spirit of British tolor- 
anco it would be apt, if they wore partic- 
ular in tho measurement, to militate 
against tho hou. gentlomon who had res- 
pectively moved and seconded the present 
motion (laughter). He did not foel dis- 
posed to discuss seriously tho proposition 
which was involved in the motion. It 
was doubtless aimed at the exclusion of 
Chinese labor, and though thtro might 
be a good deal of truth in tho remarks 
mado as to tho immoral character of some 
of the Chinese who crossed tho ocoau iu 
search of employmont, still it would not 
be b coming to the ilouso to legislate 
against any class of people who might 
immigrate to tho country. It was to be 
remembered also that a largo numbor of 
the Chinese who immigrated into British 
territory were from tho British province 
of Hong Kong, and w^o therefore as truly 
British subjects as thoso who hod moved 
aud secondi'd tho motion, and as such en- 
titled to all tho rights and privileges ox- 
tended to British subjects throughout the 
empire. Nothing could lower our legis- 
lature mora than to jjasa such a motion, 
and he hoped that tho hou. gentleman, 
having expre.ised his views, would bo 
pleased to withtlraw it without putting it 
to a vote, as it was which would be repug- 
nant to tho feelings of an iratuonse major- 
ity of tho Houao and the people. 

Mr. Thomi^son (Cariboo) said ho had 
simply seconded tlie motion to give his 
hon. friend tho movor au opportunity to 
expre-s his views. With regard to tho 
remark of tho Premier that it would 
operate against him (Mr. Thomp- 
son) persoually, ho desiroil to s.ij' that 
he had no intention of scokiug employ- 
ment of tho Pacific Railway , anil if ho had, 
he did not think anyone would bo likely 
to do much work on that road while tho 
present Government was iu power. 

Hon. Mr. Tupper presumed thi^t tho 
groat reformer who had made this motion 
wonld havo to bo content with the samo 
slow rccoguition with which tho iduns of 
other reformers had mot in tho outflet. 
Having had tho opportunity of (iresonting 
his T1QW3 before tho Houso he liopod the 
hon. gentleman would withdraw his mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Bnnstor said much as ho wonld like 
to comply with the request to withdraw 
the motion he had a public duly to per- 
form and must prosa it. 
Tho motion was declared lost on a di*.

for spawning purposes do not, return but 
die after accomplishing the natural pur- 
po.so of their visit. The .supply of fish is 
mo.-t extraordinary. In 1877 tlio produc- 
tion of pickled salmon amounted to 3 SGI 
barrels, at 88 a bail el, or a total of $28 - 
488; of cauued salmop 3,2S-1,567 pound's 
at 12y,o., or ia value of 8136,607. The total 
production of fish, fish oil and seal furs 
amounted to uo less than 8583,432 in 
value. Of this tho valuo of Iho exports 
ataou.iited to 8430,950. The Inapootor 
suggests various measures fpr protecting 
and increasing the yield of flah and thus 
adding to tho aggregate returns of this 
real national industry.

London, April 4.— Northcote in explain- 
ing t'iio bud <et in tho House of Commons 
to-night stated tho rovenuQ for 1877 and 
1878 had been £79,763,298 and expondi- 
turo £78,903,495. Tho surplus for the 
last year was oonsequontly £858,803 of 
the six million vote £3,i00,006 had been 
actually expended and Bomo further lia- 
bilities incurred. The surplus was thus 
oouvorted into a defioit of £2,640,000. To 
meet this deficit and further liabilities 
the Govornmoiit had applied £750,000 out 
of tbo surplus revenue und issued Exohe- 
quer bonds for .£2,750,000, running for a' 
year only. They thus commencad the 
year with a temporary debt of £2,750,000. 
The oatimateil delicit for 1878 and 1879 
was £1,5G0,000. This does njot include 
any provision for tbo redemption of trea- 
sury bonds or for further liabilities, five 
hundred thonsand of wbioh bad been in-! 
curred fdr the army and two hiiadred 
thousaud for the navy, which would have > 
to bo mot "oy a Bupplemontary estimate. 
They fnrihor eslimate tho expense of call- 
ing out tbo reaorvoa at £400,000, w'nich 
allowed for their being under arms throe 
months. They estimated the expense 
■which would have to be incurred -for thd 
new dockyards and extra labor at £4()0,> 
000, thua raising the supplementary esti- 
matOB to over one million. AU of those 
expenses combined showed a total deficit 
of £5,300,000. They proposed to meet 
during the present year the' deficit on or- 
dinary expenditures, the supplementary 
estimates and some portion of the out- 
standing treasury bonds. For this purpose 
they proposed to increase tbo income tax 
two poBOo on tbo pound which they esti- 
mated would produce throe millions; to 
increase the tobacco duty four ponce per 
pound, which tboy estimutod would pro- 
duce £750,000, and to increase the dog- 
tax iu a manner estimated to ' p^dnce 
£10,000, The Chanoellor' trusted the 
Houao and country wonld rocoive this 
statement in tbe same mannar in which 
tho late calls of tlio Government liad been 
responded to.

BILL. 

An Act to amend the "Constitution A»t. 
1871," by creating a new Electoral 
District, increasing: the number of rep- 
resentatives, and providing for a re- 
distribution of seats in the JDistricts of 
- Nanaimo, New Westminster, and Xoot- 
enay. 

Whereas, owiug to tha large inoroaeeof 
population at Cassiar, it is expedient to 
create a now Electoral District therein, 
which shall return one Mombor. 

And whereas, owing to tbe same reason 
it is advisable that tho Electoral District 
of Nanaimo should bo represented by two 
members instead of one: 

And whereas, for tho purposes above 
mentioned, it is expedient to increase the 
total numbor of representatives from 
twenty five- to twenty -seven: 

And whereas, at present, the Electoral 
District of Now Westminster only returns 
two Members, and it is advisable that the 
said district, owing to tbe large number 
of settlors now therein, should bo ropre- 
sentsd by three Members instead of two; 
and, for the purpose ef providing for such 
increased ropresentations.it is , advisable, 
owing to the great reduction in the popu- 
lation of the Kootonay District, to reduce 
the present number of representatives 
tberoiu from two to one, autl thereby in- 
breaso tho representation of the said New 
Wostminster District: 
: Therefore, Her Majesty, by and with 
ibo advice and consent of tho Legislative 
.'Assembly of the Province of British Co 
■lumbia, enacts as follows: — , 

1. Section 7 of the said "Constitution 
Act, 1871," [Sec. 9, chap. 42, Con. Stat., 
1877) Bball bo and is hereby aniended, by 
striking out tbe word "twenty-five," oo- 
icurring in such section, and substituting 
in lieu thereof the word ''^weiity-seven;" 
and such section shall bo and is hereby 
further ainondod, 'oy striking out the word 
"twelve," occurring therein, and subati-. 
tutiug in lieu thereof the word "thirteen." 

2. Tbe Schodulo marked A, referred to 
in Section 7 of tho "Constitution Act, 
1871." (Sec. 9, chap. 42, Con, Stat. 1877) 
shall bo and is hereby amended, by excep- 
ting out of tho district designated therein 
as tho "Now Westminster District," the 
tract of land hereinafter described, and 
tho same shall no longer be included in 
the said JNew We^t?ainBtor District, that 
is to sny: — 

"All that tract of land bounded on the 
South by tho 54th parallel of latitude; on 
tho East, by tho western boundary of tha 
ElcctoralDistrictof Cariboo; on tbeNorth 
by tbo 60th parallel of north latitude, the 
northern boundary of the Provinco; and 
on tbe west by Alaska Territory and tho 
Pacific Ocean, including the ialSiOds to 
the northward of the 54th parallel of north 
latitiulo, wbioh said tract of land shall 
oonstituto one district, to bo deaignoted 
"Caaeiar District," and return ono Mom- 
bor," 

3. That portion of Schedule A of tho 
Constitutiou Act, 1871," in Tyhiohia doi 
fined tho district designated as Ihe "^Jbt 
naimo' District" shall be and is horobj 
amended by striking out tho worda "one 
member," and subbtituting in liau there 



two members" iu tho last line thereof 
and substituting in liau thereof the words 
"three members." 

6. Provided that la the Electoral Dis- 
trict of Cassiar oVery person entitled to 
Toto, as provided in the "Qualification 
and Registration of Voters Act, 1876," 
shall, in order to bo entitled to vote as 
aforesaid, send in his claim to vote to tho 
Collector appointed for the said district; 
and such Collector shall m&ko on alpha- 
betical list in the form prescribed in the 
SohedDle,to,thtf'"Qnalification and Regis- 
tration of Voters Act, 187C," of persoas 
claiming to veto in tho i»aid district, and 
shall poatnp tho same in his oiEoe on or 
before tbe day of 1878. 

The Collector oppointed for tho Dis- 
trict of Cassiar, shall publish in a news- 
paper published in tha City of Victoria, a 
notice: in the form in Schedule A to this 
Act, and shall post tho samo on tho outer 
door of his ofSoo. 

Provided that for the year 1878 it shall 
not be necessary for a person, in. order to 
bo entitled to vote, to have resided in tha 
said District of Cuasiar for a period of two 
months before sending in his claim to 
vote, and he may bo placed on the list of 
voters provided ho is otherwi.^a duly 
qualified. 

7. The special provisions of ttie "Elec- 
tion Regulation Act, 1871," [Chap. G7, 
Gon. Slat., 1877] relating to elections in 
tho electoral district of Kootenay shall 
apply also to tho electoral district of 
Cassiar. ' 

8. All matters and things required to ba 
done under tho "Qualification und Regis- 
tration of Voters Act, 187G," [Chap. CO, 
Con. Stat., 1877] shall be observed and 
porformed in tho Oasjiar District so far as 
is consistent with the provisions of this 
A«t. 

9. Section 2 of Act No. 11 of 1875 [Sec. 
62, cliap. ii, Con. Stat., 1877] is h«raby 
repealed, and iu lieu thereof the following 
shall bo read: — 

"in each session of tho Legislative As- 
sembly after the present session, thex^ 
shall bo payable to each member of the 
Logislativo Assembly attending at saoh 
session a sossionnl allowance of two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, and no more." 

10. The next general election shall be 
hold under the provisiona of this Act. 

11. This Act shall bo construed with 
the "Oouatitution Act. I871,"an^ may. b« 
cited for all purpoResas tho "Oobititution 
Amendment Act, 1878."
